He had erept under u table, st the elose of the sl
ge, where the Mujor left him outstretched, nnd staried
o make bis way from the house. All the doors be
tried weie lockol, As b tnrmed back to soek snother
means of cg ess, Le was nstonisied by sgain inecting
his aseuilont fiice to fuce, wilking toward him, A Jast
Blow sent hiw to the floor insennible, The Mujor then
threw open o window, lesped into the arean below,
elambered overn wull, aud pacsed throngh an adjoio-
fng house into the strect, whenoe he wos removed
by some bystandurs to a hospitul.  1lis wonnds
were discovered 1o be dangerovs, but probably not
fatul. One bullet had becn stopped by his spine, and
waes with great dificulty extencted. The othor party
#o the affruy, who wis alko tiken to the hospital, disd
fn the course of 4 fow days, buving seudily, although
mever very coberemtly, dedlured thut Mujor Murray
had voluntarily visitod him upun buoriness, und, o the
mmldst of their discuesion, bad withont sny warning
shot bimeolf, and then gitacked and endewvored to de-

stroy bim.

For two weeks this extraordivary event contiuned to
excite throughout London the mowt varions specula-
tiona.  Mujor Murmy's statement was at first refased
the alightest credence, slthough it has winee been ac-
copted an indubitably true. It seemed incredible that
two men, ntter grengers 1o one suother, should, at
sheir first medtivg, bave come to such u furions and
fatal conflict. A1 last the Commer's inquest, in the
cuse of Muriny's uesailaut, lified the vail from the mys-
tery. The sory wus perfecily plain, slthongh, pes-
hapw, mote sturtling than if it hud been loss simple i ils
mature wnd detnils, The evidence sbowed thnt the at-
tempted @oeasin wis & professional bili-discounter,

whoee real wume was Roberwe, and 1bu he had, in the
way of business, et witi & Miss Moodie, & boautiful
and sitractive yonog woman who for some years had
lived with Mujor Murny ss his mistress, bearing,
however, Lis nuie, as i they bad been murried.
Roberts to.n becume enamored of Miss Moodie, not
tenderly, but with  sort of ferveous desperstion.  For
mnny wonthe Le had endenvored to persunde her 1o de-
sert the Mujor, and place herself under bis protction,
To sccomjlieh tiis be spurcd neither eniress
ties vor threate, Souetimes his demonstraiions were
bratally violent. He hud thus worked npon the young
Wwoman's foars 10 wach an extent that sho dured not
revesl her g tuation to the Bujor lest sowe tragic cons
Sequence should ensne.  Bhe was, woreover, com-
mﬂ by eertuin moncy traneactions with Roberts,
which sbe had fitn: concealed out of delicacy, and afior-
ward from apprehension. 8o great was Roberte's ae
cendaney over Ler, that be bad foreed ber into complis
aa0e with ull Lis wishes, excopting thut npon which he
ad most emphatically resolved. Finding it slie could
not be wwayed upon this point, be coully deteriined to
remove whit secmed to him toe principal obatacle. Tlie
attack upon Mujor Murruy was the result of uo suddon
lmpalse, The preparstions hud e enrefally taken.
